MEALS ACCORDING TO LAW. 


Were Baglish Meals ever Regulated by Law? (7190.) 

On November 3nd, 1836, a law came into force for 
the regulation of meals, and continued to have a place 
on the statute book until 1857. It was designed to 
check the evils resulting from an excessive use of 
costly meats, and en that no one should 
at any place or time (except on specified festivals and 
holidays, to the number of sixteen days a year) of more 
than two courses, each not consisting of more than 
two sorts of victuals, either flesh or fish, with the 
common sorts of pottage, and inexpensive sauce. On 
named feast days three courses were allowed. 

This law was an extension of an ordinance issued 
by Edward II. in 1815 eegulating, See meals of his 
nobles, the greater of whom were a wed, in addition 
to two courses of two kinds of meat, a side dish of one 
sort.

labourers “ served to eat and drink once 8 
day of flesh or and the remnant of other victuals, 
as of butter, , and cheese, according to their 
station in life.”

ARE YOU MARCH OR OCTOBER ¢ 


During Which Month in the Year is Your Vitality 
Lowered ? 


Mosr doctors are now agreed upon the theory that 
for about one month in the ycar everyone suffors 
from what may be described as lowered vitality— 
that is, a sinking of our vital powers below their 
regular or normal condition. 

uring that particular period a person is more 
subject to illness than at other times, and if they 
be sufferers from such common complaints as 
rheumatism, indigestion, or neuralgia, will feel the 
effects of these maladies more acutely in their month 
of lowered vitality than at any other season. 

For instance, it is a very common thing to hear 
a man complain that he always suffers {from 
neuralgia in July; whilst in the winter months, 
especially in November and December, when he 
might naturally expect to suffer neuralgic pains, he 
is oe free from the distressing complaint. 

The explanation of this is simple enough. July 
is the month in which that person’s vitality becomes 
lowered, and the result is an attack of meural gs, 
a malady to which he is probably more liable than 
any other; in the winter, in spite of the damp and 
cold, his system is sufficiently strong to ward off the 
neuralgic attacks, which he therefore does not feel. 

An East-end doctor, who has five thousand 

atients on his books, has of late years kept a care- 
ul record of their months of lowered vitality, and 
finds that the greater number of his patients sink 
into this lowered condition in August and Novem- 
ber; whilst March and October scem to be the 
months in which his patients are least so affected. 

If your month of lowered vitality happens to bé 
October, you will be a very possible victim to typhoid 
fever, which, in large towns especially, is generally 
epidemic at that season. 

The typhoid bacillus finds a ready home in the 
person whose vitality is not up to concert pitch, 
and this is particularly the case with persons who 
are constitutionally very robust, but who are for 
the time suffering from lowered vitality. 

Doctors, by-the-way, find it vind hard to define in 
exact terms in what this annual lowering of vitality 
consists. 

It has nothing to do with being what is commonly 
known as “run down ” in health, which may, of 
course, occur at any time of the year from various 
causes. 

There was an old idea that this lowering of 
vitality occurred always in the early Spring, tut 
this ancient theory has been long since > 
and it has been proved beyond question that the 
early Spring is a time of year in which a very large 
number of pou enjoy particularly robust and 
vigorous health.

In addition to this J and August are months 
usually free from outbreaks of Fame or influensa, 
maladies that most readily attack persons of lowered 
vital powers. 

Curiously enough, chronic invalids, or persons of 
habitual weak health, seem to escape this annual 
lowering of the vital powers. 

It is in the robust individual that this regular 
lapse from normal conditions of health is par- 
ticularly noticeable, though such le may be quite 
unaware of the fact, for unless t ey be prone to 
some particular malady, they may quite possibly not 
experience any inconvenience at all from the Juwer- 
ing of their vital powers, especially if it occurs in 
July or August. 

A well-known Paris physician, in lecturing upon 
the subject last year, said that if everyone could 
ascertain when exactly this lowering of vitality oc- 
curred with them, and arrange to take their annual 
holiday at that period, the general health of the com- 
munity would become much improved. 

Change of air is tho greatest antidote to the evils 
arising from lowered vitality. The majority of 
persons pay, however, very little attention to this 
matter, and if they do feel out of sorts usually take 
a tonic of some sort, which is, as a matter of fact, 
the worst thing they could do, during the period of 
lowered vitality. Tonics in such cases only tend to 
further lower the powers of the vital system, and 
should never be taken.

It is only the accident which destroys life at one 
fell swoop that impresses us.

We give no thought to the smaller accidents which 
happen every day of our lives, involving only the loss 
of one, two, or three lives, and which, at the end of 
the year, total up to as large a number of deaths as 
have occurred in the one great accident. 

If, for instance, we read that some terrible 
thunderstorm had taken place in America, or Japan, 
or New Zealand, in which hundreds had been struck 
by lightning, we should tell each other how dangerous 
a thing was a thunderstorm. But a storm in our own 
country, in which half-a-dozen unfortunate people, in 
various parts of the country, had aac bal, Gocepen 
our notice. 

We say to ourselves, “somebody is always dyin 
whatever happens.’? We remember that never is 
there a heat wave, a cold spell, a flood, a drought, s 
fog, or a storm, but some person succumbs, 

t does not occur to us that those persons may at 
“7 moment be ourselves. 

ach one of us has his own special danger-dread. 
One of us fears more than anything else, a fire. 
Another has a horror of a railway accident, another 
dreads drowning, while one or two le here and 
there are in terror lest they be run over in the street, 
or electrocuted on a “live wire~ 

Accordingly, we each have some t insurance 
policy. The man with a railway accident insurance 
coupon rests contented that, should no frog happen 
to him through that cause, he will not be leaving a 
wife and family in want.

It is the first of the new sories of Pearson’s Sizpenny 
Music, and may be obtained at all music-sellers, 
book-sellers, and at W. H. Smith’s bookstalls.

Here is an instance of remarkable independence of 
character, related to me by Surr’s CorPorat: “A 
man very well known in our part of the country, 
whose name I send you, was formerly the captain 
of an American liner, but through partial loss of 
sight, and nerve, he lost his position.

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Faxcy anybody asking at this time of day “who dis- 
covered Amiaticat Yot W. R. P. is emboldencd 
to do so. “On Bristol Bridge,” ho writes, “I noticed 
the following inscription: ‘ John Cabot, and his son 
Sebastian, sailed from this port in the ship 
Mathew and discovered America, 1497.’ W. R. P. 
was always under the impression that Columbus was 
responsible for this doubtful service to mankind. 
_— It is just os well to set this matter 
straight. Columbus discovered the New World. 
That is to say, he was the first European mariner to 
discover land in the western hemisphere. He landed 
first in the Bahamas, later in Cuba, the Caribces, 
and the West Indies generally, after which he re- 
turned to Spain. John Cabot was the first to set 
foot on the mainland of the North American Conti- 
nent, and landed at Labrador in 1497. It was after 
this that Columbus made his appearance on the 
mainland, and discovered Honduras, and other por- 
tions of the isthmus of Central America.

“My father is a medical practitioner, and I am a 

tradesman; he is accused of charging according to 

the house in which his patients live, and not accord. 
ing to the services rendered, while I am occasionally 
charged with sclling an article at a higher prico 
to one customer than to another, on the enmea 
principle. This is regarded as iniquitous, but | 
should like to maintain that it is fair. Doctora 
have to do a lot of work for nothing among the 
poorer classes; if they declined, they would he 
called inhuman brutes. Yet they have had to 
gpend a great deal of time and money to acquire 
the knowledge necessary to practise medicine, and 
they must live. Therefore, they charge a higher 
fee to those who can afford it. It is impossihle 
to set an exact price on the doctor’s services; he 
can chargo what he likes for his own wares. Ho 
docs so. And it is just the same with a shop- 
keeper; he often sells goods at cost price, or less 
than cost price, to poorer customers, and he adds 
a little to prices when the goods are for those who 
can pay. It is a kind of equalisation of rates. So 
long as he docs not dishonestly squeeze unjustifi- 
able profit for himself out of his clients, then both 
the doctor and the shopkeeper may do it. Do the 
rich rebel against helping the poor? ’??———____ 

The idea of an equalisation is a novel one; if it is 

considered proper in parochial matters, is there 

anything to say against it when applied in other 
directions? Perhaps some other reader will give 
his views.
